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Washington, March 31, 1803. J 
The President of the United State3, in pur- 
suance of tho act of Congress approved July 
13, 1861, entitled "An act further to provide 
for the collection of duties on imports, and 
for other purposes," having declared that the 
inhabitants of the States of Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Tennessoe, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, Florida, and Virginia, except the forty- 
eight counties of Virginia designated aa West 
Virginia, and except the ports of New Or- 
leans, Key W?at, Port Royal and Beaufort, in 
North Carolina, are in insurrection against 
the United States, and that all commercial in- 
tercourse between the same and the inhabi- 
tants thereof, except as aforesaid, and the cit- 
izens of other States and other parts of the 
United States, is unlawful, except as licensed 
and permitted by the President, and conduct- 
ed under the regulations of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, as provided by gaid act : 

Now, therefore, for the purpose of securing 
the due execution of the said act and the sup- 
plementary act approved May '20, 1862, and for 
the pur|>ose of safely and properly conducting 
such commercial intercourse as may be li- 
censed and permitted by the President, pur- 
suant to the provisions of said aois, and al30 
for the purpose of preventing the convevance 
of arms aad other munitions of war and sup- 
plies to persons in insurrection against the 
United States, the following regulations are 
hereby prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in pursuance of the authority con- 
ferred upon him by the said acta.

RROCLATOKS. 

Sec. t. No goods, wares, or merchandise, 
whatever may be the ostensible destination 
thereof, shall be transported to any place now 
under tho control of the insurgsnti: nor to 
any place on the north side or the Potomac 
and south of the Washington and Annapolis 
railroad: nor to any place on the eastern snore 
of the Chesapeake; nor to any place on the 
south side of the Ohio River below Wheeling, 
except Louisville; nor to any place on the 
west side of the Mississippi River below the 
mouth of the Des Moines, except St. Louip, 
without a permit of a duly authorized officer 
of the Treasury Department. 

Sec. 2. All transportation of coin or bullion 
to any Stat* or section heretofore declared to 
be in insurrection is absolutely prohibited, ex- 
cept for military purposes and under military 
orders, or under the special license of the Pres- 
ident. And no payment of gold or silver shall 
be made for cotton or other merchandise with- 
in any such State or section. And all cotton 
or other merchandise purchased in any such 
State or section to be paid for therein, direct- 
^jstjr indirectly, in gold or silver, or foreign 
Jills of exchange, shall be forfeited to the 
United States. 

Sec. 3. No clearance or permit whatsoever 
will be granted for any shipment to any port 
or place affected by the cxising blockade, ex- 
cept for military purpose.-', ana upon tht cer- 
tificate and request of the Department of War 
or the Department of the Navy. 

Sec. 4. All applications for permits to trans- 
port goods or property under these regula- 
tions, shall state the character and value of 
the merchandise to be transported, the place 
from and to which such transportation is to 
be made, the names of the owner and snipper 
and consignee thereof, and the number and 
description of the packages, with the marks 
thereon. 

Sec. 5. Every applicant for a permit to trans- 
port goods, wares, or merchandise for purposes 
of trado into or within any place or section 
named in the first section of these regulations, 
shall present with his application the original 
invoices of the goods, wares, and merchandise 
to be transported, and shall make and lile with 
the officer granting the permit an affidavit that 
the name of the owners, tho quantities, de- 
scriptions, and values of the merchandise are 
correctly stated in said invoices, true copies of 
which shall bo annexed to aud 61ed with the 
affidavit; and that the marks on tho packages 
are correctly stated in the application, and that 
the packages contain nothing except as stated 
in the invoices; that the merchandise so per- 
mitted shall not, nor shall any part thereof, be 
disposed of bv him or by his n."i>nritv. conni- 
vance, or assent, in violation of the terms of 
the permit, and that neither the permit so 
granted nor the merchandise to be transported 
sball lie so used or disposed of by him or by 
his authority, connivance, or assent, as In any 
way to give aid, comfort, information, or en- 
couragement to persons in insurrection against 
the United States. And furthermore, that the 
fcpplirant is loyal to the Government of the 
United States, and will in all things so deport 
Himself. 

Sec. 6. Whenever commercial intercourse 
with any part or section of a State horetotbre 
declared in insurrection is permitted by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, under the license 
i>f the President, in pursuance of the said act, 
approved July 13, 18C1, notice thereof and of 
the conditions under which the same may be 
conducted shall be published in such papers as 
the Secretary may think expedient, in order 
to the general information of parties inter- 
ested. 

iiec. 1. After commercial intercourse with 
any part or section of an insurrectionary 
State Las been permitted as aforesaid, permits 
to transport to or from any place therein, or to 
purchase or sell in any place therein for use in 
any other place, shall be granted only by such 
persons as shall be specially authorized "by the 
Secretary of the Treasury after the date here- 
of. And no permit shall be granted by any 
such person to transport to or ironi, or to pur- 
chase or sell in any place or sectiou whatever 
Dot within the military lines of the United 
States army. 

Sec. 8. Every permit to purchase cotton, 
tobacco, or other merchandise within any 
place or section in a State heretofore declared 
in insurrection, after commercial intercourse 
therewith shall have been permitted by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, under the license of 
the President as aforesaid, and every permit 
to transport the same thereto, therein, or there- 
"rora, shall clearly define the character and 
ntity of the merchandise so permitted to 
be sold, purchased or transported, and the 
place or section within which the same may 
be purchased or sold, and to and from whicii 
the same may be transported. 

Se3. 9. A fee of twenty cents will be charged 
for each permit granted for purposes ol trade 
under these regulations; and, in addition there- 
to, the following fees shall bo collected, viz: 
For a permit to purchase or sell cotton or to- 
bacco within any place or section in a State 
heretofore declared in insurrection, commer- 
cial intercourse wiih which has been permit- 
ted by the Secretary of the Treasury, under 
ihe license of the President as aforesaid, and 
to transport the same therefrom to any place 
in the loy al States, fifteen dollars per bale of 
cotton, and two dollars per hogshead of tobac- 
co; and for a permit to transport any other 
goods and chattels, wares anil merchandise, 
designed for sale, except supplies lor officers 
and soldiers shipped by sutlers, to or from any 
such place or section in nn insurrectionary 
State, five per centum upon the sworn Invoice 
value thereof at the place of shipment. 

Sec. 10. Every officer authorized by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to grant permits 
under these regulations shall keep in bis 
office a record of all his transactions under 
such authority, and especially he shall keep a 
record of every permit granted by him, show- 
ing the names of the owner, shipper, and con- 
signee, the places from and to which each 
transportation is permitted, the character and 
invoice value of the merchandise permitted 
to be transported, and the fees received there- 
for, an abstract statement of which, together 
with the names and compensation of all aids 
to the revenue reporting to him, shall be 
given to the proper sunervising special agent 
of the Treasury Department on the first of 
every month. 

[Sec. 11. Provides that no permit shall be 
granted to trade as aforesaid except to those 
who will make affidavit to their loyalty.] 

Sec. 12. Collectors or surveyors of customs, 
before granting clearances, may require bond, 
with reasonable surety, in such cases as they 
shall think nocessary, to protect the public in- 
terests, conditioned that there shall be no vio- 
lation of the terras or spirit of the clearance, 
or of the averments of the affidavit upon 
which the same is granted. 

Sec. 13. No permit shall be granted to ship 
intoxicating drinks, or other thing prohibited 
by the military authorities, into territory oc- 
cupied by the military forces of the United 
States, except upon the written request of the 
commander of toe department ia which such 
territory is embraced, or of some person duly 
authorized by him to make such request. 

Sec 14. No vessel, boat, or vehicle used for 
transportation upon or south of the Potomac 
River, or north of the Potomac and south of 
theWashington and Annapolis Railroad, or to 
JsWeaatern shore of the Chesapeake, or south- 
wardly on or from the Ohio River below 
Wheeling, or westwardly or southwardly on 
or from the Mississippi below the mouth ot the 
Des Moines, or on or from the Mississippi Riv- 
er in any direction below the mouth of the 
Ohio, shall receive on board any goods, ware.- 
or merchandise destined to any place, commer- 
cial intereouse with which now is, or hereaf- 
ter may be, restricted as aforesaid, unless the 
same be accompanied with a permit of a duly 
authorized officer of the .Treasury Depart 
ment, except as hereinafter provided in regu- 
lation No. 18. 
Sec. 15. No vessel, boat, or other vehicle 



used for transportation from any place in tho 
loyal States, shall carry goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, into any place, section, or State, re- 
tricted as aforesaid, without the permit of a 
duly authorized officer of the Treasury De- 
partment, applioation for which permit may 
be made to such authorized officer near the 
point of destination as may suit the conveni- 
ence of the shipper. 

Sec. 1C. No vessel, boat, or other vehicle 
used for transportation 3hall put offany goods, 
wares, or merchandise, at any place other 
than that named in in the permit as the place 
of destination. 

Sec. 17. Before any boat or vessel running 
on any of the Western waters south of l.oul • 
ville or St. Louis, or other waters within or ad- 
jacent to any Stat<< or section, commercial in- 
tercourse with which now is or may hereafter 
bo restricted as aforesaid, shall depart from any 
l>ort where there is a Collector or Surveyor oi 
Customs, there shall be exhibited to the Col- 
lector or Surveyor, or such other officer as 
may be authorized to act ia his stead, a true 
ninnilest ot its entire cargo and a clearance 
obtained to procoed on its voyajjc; and when 
freights aro received on board where there is 
no Collector or Surveyor, as hereinafter pro- 
vided in Section 18, then the same exhibit 
shall be made and clearance obtained at the 
first port to be passed where there is such an 
officer, and such vessel or boat shall bo report- 
ed and the manifest of its cargo exhibited to 
the Collector or Surveyor of every port to be 
passed on the trip where there is such an offi- 
cer; but no now clearance shall be necessary, 
unless additional freights shall have been taken 
on board after the last clearance. Immediately 
on arriving at the port of final destination, and 
before discharging any part of it9 cargo, the 
manifest sball be exhibited to the Survoyor of 
such port, or other officer authorized to act in 
his stead, whose approval for landing the car- 
go shall be indorsed on the manifest before any 
pait thereof shall be discharged; and the clear- 
ance and shipping permits of all such vessels 
and boats shall be exhibited to the officer in 
command of any naval vessel or military post 
whenever such officers may require it. 

Sec. 18. To facilitate trade and guard 
against improper transportation, "aids to the 
revenue" will be appointed from time totiine, 
on cars, vessels, and boats, when desired by 
owners, agents, or masters thereof, which aids 
will have free carriage on the respective cars 
vossels, and boats on which they are placed, 
and will allow proper way freights to be taken 
on board without permit, keepiug a statement 
thereof, and reporting the same to the first 
officer to bo passed on the trip who is author- 
ized to grant the permit desired, from whom a 
permit therefor must be obtained, or the goods 
shall be returned to the shipper under bis di- 
rection. No permit will ba granted for trans- 
portation into or within any insurrectionary 
Suite or district, except on cars, vessels, and 
boats carrying such aids. 

Sec. 19. Supervising special agents of the 
Treasury Department will be appointed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to supervise 
within designated limits the execution of 
these regulations, and to make such local rules 
and restrictions, not inconsistent with them, 
as may be proper for that purpose, and to 
change the same from time to time, aud tem- 
porarily suspend or qualify the authority to 
grant permits, as the public interests may re- 
quire, subject to the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury ; and all permits and clear- 
ances authorized under these regulations will 
bo granted only in compliance with such local 
rules and restrictions as may bo approved as 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 20. Boards of trade will be appointed by 
the Secretary of tho Treasnry, at such places 
as he may think necessary, to aid in the due 
enforcement of these regulations, and in prop- 
erly conducting such commercial intercourse 
between the inhabitants of States declared in 
insurrection and the citizens of other States 
and other parts of the United States, as may 
be permitted under the license of the Presi- 
dent. 

Sec. 21. All vessels, bouts, and other vehi- 
cles used for transportation, violating any of 
the above regulations, or any of the local rules 
and restrictions made by a supervising special 
agent, with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and all cotton, tobacco, or other 
merchandise shipped, or transported, or pur- 
chased, or sold in violation thereof will be 
forfeited to tho United Slates. If any false 
statement be made or deception practiced in 
obtaining a permit, such permit and all others 
connected therewith or affected thereby will 
be absolutely void, and all merchaudisn ship- 
ped uuder them shall be forfeited to the United 
States. In all cases of forfeiture, as aforesaid, 
immediate ?eiznro will bo made and proceed- 
ings instituted promptly for condemnation. 
1'he attention of all omcein or the Uo'-ern- 
ment, commou carriers, shippers, consignees, 
owners, masters, agents, drivers, and other 
persons connected with the transportation of 
merchandise, or trading therein, is particular- 
ly directed to the acts of July 13, 18C1, and 
May 20, 18C2, above referred to, and March 
12, 18ti3, and tbeso regulations for executing 
the same. 

Sec. 22. Transportation of supplies belong- 
ing to or contracted for by tho United States, 
designed for the military or naval forces there- 
of, and moving under military or naval orders, 
is excepted from the effect of these regula- 
tions; but this exception does not extend to 
sutlers 1 goods or others designed for sale at 
military posts or camps. 

Sec. 23. When any collector, surveyor, 
special agent, or board of trade, charged with 
toe execution of these regulations and the 
laws authorizing them, shall find within his 
or their pro|>er limits auy goods, wares, or 
merchandise, which, in his or their opinion, 
are in danger of bcin£ transportsd to insur- 
gents, ho or they may require the owner or 
holder thereof to give reasonable security that 
they shall not be transported to any place 
under insurrectionary control, and shall not 
in any way be used to give aid or encourage- 
ment to the insurgents. 

If the required security be not given, Buch 
officer or officers shall promptly state the facts 
to the United States Marshal for the district 
within which such goods are situated, or, if 
beyond the jurisdiction of a United States 
Marshal, then to the commander of the ueirest 
military post, whose duty it shall be to take 
possession thereof, and hold them for safe- 
keeping, reporting the facts promptly to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and awaiting in- 
structions. 

Sec. 24. Where ports heretofore blockaded 
have been opened by the proclamation of the 
President, licenses will bo granted by United 
States Consuls, on application by the proper 
parties, to vessels clearing from foreign ports 
to the ports so opened, upon satisfactory evi- 
dence that the vessel so licensed will convey 
no person, property, or information contra- 
band of war, either to or from said ports, 
which license shall be shown to the Collector 
of the port to which the vessel is bound, 
and, if required, to any officer in charge of 
the blockade. And on leaving any port so 
opened, the vessel must have a clearance (rom 
the Collector, according to law, showing no 
violation of the conditions of the license. Any 
violation of the conditions will involve the 
forfeiture and condemnation of the vessel and 
cargo, and the exclusion of all parties con- 
cerned from entering the United States tor any 
purpose during the war. 

Sec. 25. United States vessels clearing from 
domestic ports to any of the ports so opened 
will apply to the Custom-house officers of the 
proper ports, in the U9ual manner, for licenses 
or clearances under the regulations heretofore 
established. 

Sec. 26. These regulations shall supersede 
those of Aug. 28, 1862, and all others conflict- 
ing herewith, effecting commercial intercourse 
with insurrectionary States, and no permits 
will be hereafter granted by any officer of the 
Treasury Department, except in pursuance 
hereof, and of the local rules and restrictions 
aforesaid, and by virtue of authority hereafter 
given by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

ORDERS OF Till. SECRETARY OF WAR.

General Orders, No. 88. 

For the purpose of more effectually prevent- 
ing all commercial intercourse with insurrec- 
tionary States, except such as shall be author- 
ized in pursuance of law, and of securing con- 
sistent, uniform, and efficient action in con- 
ducting such intercourse as Bball be so author- 
ized, and for the purpose of carry ing out the 
provisions of nn act of Congress entitled "An 
act to provide for the collection of abandoned 
property, and for the prevention of frauds in 
insurrectionary States, approved March 12, 
1863, it is hereby ordered — 
I. 

That no officer of the Army of the United 
States, nor other person connected therewith, 
shall authorize or have any interest iu the 
transportation of any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, except supplies belonging to or con- 
tracted for by the L nited States, designed lor 
(he military or naval forces thereof, aud mov- 
ing under military or naval orders; and ex- 
cept, also, sutlers' supplies and other things 
necessary for the use and comfort of the troops 
of the United States, and moving under per- 
mits of the authorized officer? of the Treasury 
Department into any State declared by the 
President to be in insurrection; nor authorize 
nor have any interest in the purchase or sale 
therein of any goods or chattels, wares, or 
merchandise, cotton, tobacco or other product 
of the soil thereof; nor the transportation of 
the same, except as aforesaid, therefrom or 
therein; nor shall any such officer or person 
authorize, prohibit, or in any manner inter 
fere with any such purchase, or sale, or trans 
portation, which shall be conducted under the 
regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
unless under some imperative military neces- 
sity, in the place or section where the same 
sball be constructed, or unless requested by an 
agent, or some other authorized officer ot the 
Treasury Department, iu which case all com- 



manders of military departments, districts and 
posts will render such aid in carrying out the 
provisions of said act, and in enforcing due 
observance of the said regulations of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, as can be given with- 
out inauilest injury to the public service. 

CU- 
tt is further ordered that every officer or pri- 
vate, oriK-rson employed in or with the regu- 
lar or volunteer forces of the United States, 
who may receive or have under his control 
any property which shall have been abandoned 
bv tut owner or owners, or captured iu any 
d'iirict declared to bo in insurrection against 
the United States, including all property 
•Meed under military orders, excepting only 
Bu.ih as shall be required for military uso of the 
United States forces, shall promptly turn over 
all such property to the agent appointed by 
the Secretin- of the Treasury to receive the 
same, who shall give duplicate receipts there- 
for. 

And every such officer or private, or person 
employed in or with the regular or volunteer 
forces of the United Stales, shall also promptly 
turn over to such agent, in like manner, all 
receipts, bills of lading, aud other papers, doc- 
uments, and vouchers showing title to such 
property, or tho right to the possession, con- 
trol, or direction thereof; and he shall make 
such order, indorsement, or writing as he has 
power to make, to enable such agent to take 
possession of such property or the proceeds 
thereof. Arms, munitions of war, forage, 
horses, mules, wagons, beef cattle, and sup- 
plies which are necessary in military opera- 
tions, sball be turned over tj the proper offi- 
cers of the ordnance, or of the quartermaster, 
or of the commissary departments, respec- 
tively, for the nso of the army. All other 
property abandoned or captured or seized, as 
aforesaid, shall be delivered to the agent ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The officer receiving or turning over such 
property shall giye the usual and necessary 
invoices, receipts, or Touchers therefor, and 
shall make regular returns thereof, as pre- 
scribed by the army regulations. The receipts 
of the agents of the Treasury Department 
shall be vouchers for all property delivered to 
them, and whenever called upon by the agent 
of tho Treasury Department authorized to 
receive su ;h abandoned or captured or seized 
property, as aforesaid, or the proceeds thercji, 
all persons employed in the military service 
will give him full information iu regard theie- 
to; and if requested by him so to do, they 
shall give him duplicates or copies of the re- 
ports thereof, and of the receipts, iuvoices, and 
vouchers therefor. 

And every officer of the army of the United 
States hereafter receiving abandoned or cap- 
tured or seized property, or the proceeds there- 
of, or under whose order it may be applied to 
the use of the military forces, as aforesaid, 
shall, ujon the request of a duly authorized 
agent of tho Treasury Department, render a 
written report, with invoices thereof, to said 
agent, in which he will specify the arms, sup- 
plies or other munitions of war, retained for 
the use of the military forces, as aforesaid, and 
also separately, the property turned over to 
said agent, or which may have been sold or 
otherwise disposed of. 

And in case a sale of any such property sball 
be made under his authority, or under tho au- 
thority of any one subject to his order, he will 
also state, and will describe the property so 
sold, and will state when and where, and by 
and to whom sold, and the amount received 
therefor, and what disposition was made of 
the proceeds. 

And a 1 officers of the army of the United 
States will at all times render to the agents ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Treasury all 
such aid as may be necessary to enable them 
to take possession of and transport all such 
property, so far as cau be done without mani- 
fest injury to the public service. 

All commanders of military departments, 
districts, and posts, will, upon receipt of this 
order, revoke all existing orders within their 
respective commands conflicting or inconsis- 
tent herewith, or which permit or prohibit or 
in any manner interfere with any trade or 
transportation conducted under the regulations 
of the Secretary of the Treasury; and their 
attention is particularly directed to said regu- 
lations, prescribed March 31, 1863, and they 
will respectively make such orders as will in- 
sure strict observance of this order throughout 
their respecti vc commands. 

All expenses of transporting property herein 
referred to will be reported by the officers of 
the Quartermaster's Department, who furnish 
such transportation, to the agents of the Treas- 
ury Department, and also, through the ordi- 
nary channels, to the Quartermaster General 
at Washington, in order that the said expenses

Goiriixas Near Owe.nsboro. — We learn 
from gentlemen who arrived iu this city this 
morning by the 6teamer Grey Eagle, that 
bands of rebel guerillas have made their ap- 
pearance at several points on the Kentucky 
border along the lower Ohio, aud that they 
have been guilty of many excesses in the vi- 
cinity of Owensboro. Their chief design is 
theft, it appears, as they stole ten or twelve 
horses from residents of Daviess county a few 
nights ago, approaching to within eight miles 
of Owensboro.

The Defences or Charleston.— The Mo- 
bile Advertiser has the following letter from 
Charleston: 

The orders just received by Gen. Ripley, 
who is the Brigadier commanding this district 
of Gen. Beauregard's Department, are signifi- 
cant. No more blockade-running steamers are 
to pass Forts Sumpter or Moultrie by night; if 
tbey succeed in running the gauntlet of the 
Federal squadron, they must anchor until day- 
light outside and under the guns of the forts, 
and report by a small boat at Fort Sumpter. 
Every channel in the harbor bristles with tor- 
pedoes, and woe to the hostile vessel that tries 
to pass in, without a pilot familiar with tho 
position of the submerged aud slumbering 
thunderbolts. 

By another general order all furloughs are 
revoked and absentees recalled to their com- 
mands. The hospitals are to be immediately 
cleared, and all tho preparations which denote 
the expectations of an action at any moment 
arc going ou with great energy. 

The struggle, when it comes, will certainly 
be of a fearful character. It will be the shock 
of tremendous forces, the relative powers ot 
which are yet untried. The long mooted 
question of the fighting value of ships against 
batteries will be brought to a test more conclu- 
sive than any to which human warfare has 
yet subjected it. In other words, the Monitor 
iron-clads, which the Federals claim to be the 
most impenetrable vessels ever constructed, 
will necessarily come within point-blank range 
of the most numerous and powerful batteries 
that ever yet have been used in a single en- 
gagement. We have good reason, too, to be- 
lieve that onr guns will be managed with ad- 
mirable tact and precision. The more impor- 
tant batteries are manned by the South Caro- 
lina regulars, for whom the credit is claimed, 
and I think justly, of being the most expert 
and practical heavy artillerists in the Confed 
erate army. The forts are well officered, and 
Gen. Ripley, who has made the study of heavy 
ordnance a speciality for years, and whose ex- 
cellencies in that particular branch of military 
knowledge is an admitted fact, will himself 
take command of Fort Sumpter as soon as the 
enemy makes his appearance.

We met bim two 
miles from this place and skirmished with his 
force one day and night, when we fell back to 
camp expecting him to follow, as his force 
was some three or four to one, but he did not. 
After consulting with his officers, he wisely 
withdrew under cover of the darkness. This 
is the third time we have whipped him, and 
the next time we expect to be his lost. Our 
loss was one killed aud two wounded. The 
soldier killed belonged to my company, and 
was named Elijah Justice, fie was an excel- 
lent soldier aud a general favorite It was 
reported at one time that I was killed, but this 
/ think was a mistake, as I am well and did 
not receive e. scratch. The rebels have all 
this neighborhood, and we expect to go * 
* * . The weather here is very severe, 
rain, hail, etc. While I write I have to hold 
the door of my tent with one hand while I

The I'l'bsi'it of Inconsistency Under 
Dii-ficui.tiuj— The Editor of the Democrat, 
■who is m.iKing a very desperateand very ludi- 
crous effort to s'lelu-r his own inconsistency 
under our example, aud who in pursuance ol 
this effort is beating to and fro like a wild 
man in search of some iustan 1 of incons'st- 
ency on our part, says in his paper of yester- 
day: 

The Editor of the Journal said the other 
day that one of the positions assumed by the 
secessionists in order was neutrality with thi 
construction of independence. We then ac- 
cused him of occupying that condition alonp 
with the secessionists, and promised to provi 
it if he disputed it. Ho did dispute it, and 
now for the proof. 

And, reader, what do you suppose the first 
article of "the proof is? Nothing less than 
the Addiess issued by the Union State Central 
Committee of Kentucky on the 17 th of April 
in 1861! The absurdity of this citation will 
at once strike every Kentuckian, and every- 
body else who knows anything concerning 
the recent history of Kentucky. 

In the first place, tho Address, as we need 
not say, was the authoritative expression of 
the position of the Union party of Kentucky. 
The secessionists did not assume the same po- 
sition with any construction until upwards of 
a month afterwards. On the contrary, the.v 
at the time bitterly and scornfully opposed the 
position, Mr. Breckinridge delivering against 
it in this city a vehement and inflammatory 
speech a few days after the Address appeared 
The secessionists were then in favor of a so- 
called sovereignty convention. They had no> 
yet assumed the position of neutrality with thf 
construction of independence. In the second 
place, the position announced in the Address 
on behalf of the Union party of the State, 
was not that of neutrality with the construc- 
tion of independence, but of neutrality with 
the construction of neutrality itself; that is to 
say, the position of actively taking sides witl 
neither party, and of requiring both parties t< 
respect the attitude. In short, it was the posi 
tion of simple neutrality. No Union man i 
the State ever gave the position the construe 
tion of independence. Finally, the Addre> 
was Bigncd by our neighbor himself. 

On this last point, however, our neighbo- 
now for the first time makes an explanation 
to the benefit of which he la richly entitled. 
He says: 

To this Address is appended the names of 
the whole committee, our own anion^st the 
number. We never saw the Address, how- 
ever, until it appeare l in print. It was notour 
position, as our readers know, and we ought to 
have condemned it, perhaps, but we let it 
slide, for it was the action of the committee 
For the sake of harmony, about as cquivoca 
a plea as military necessity, we said nothing 

Our neighbf r is quite mistaken. On th. 
day following the publication of the Addres: 
in his columns, he said not only something but 
a good deal, concluding as follows a long arti- 
cle in defence of tho position announced in 
the Address: 

At this point, one side calls on Kentucky 
for troops, and the other cries to Kentucky to 
plunge herself into their condition; transfer 
the war they have got up to her borders. 

Out upon such impudence; such cool assi:r 
ance Let these Border States arm and figb 
in their own cause. They have acted so fa 
wisely and justly, and they are able to main 
tain that position. Let us say to these partie- 
fight your own battles; but not on our soi 
nor across our borders. The blood of brothn 
shall not be sbed in Kentucky, unless it 1 
shed in the effort to prevent the crira> 
The bloody orgies to celebrate the ftinern 
of the Government left us by our fatbert 
shall not pollute our lands. Kentucky 1 
the first-born of the Union, and shall we al- 
low it to find a gory bed on our soil? 

And our neighbor continued in this Btrain 
to advocate the position, never ceasing until 
the position itself was broken up by the rebels. 
Instead of saying "nothing", as be now repre- 
sents, he said all he could say, and kept saying 
it all the while. Instead of letting the posi- 
tion "s'.i he embraced it with unusual 
ardor, and clung to it with the truest of us 
He did battle for the position against al 1 
comers, aud fortunate indeed was the adver 
sary who escapvd without an especial trim 
ming for the '"impudence" and "cool assur 
ance" that prompted him to question the posi 
tion at all. Never in fact did our neighbor ad 
vocate a position with moro thoroughness 01 
with greater apparent sincerity than he advo 
cated the position of which he now says that 
he "let it slide" and "said nothing". We arf 
sorry to see, that, since our neighbor aban 
doned the Union party and joined the seces- 
sion party, even his memory has become 
treacherous. 

80 much for the first article of "the proof.' 
L The secessionists opposed the position of thf 
Address and did not assume the position witb 
the construction of independence until up- 
wards of a month after the Address appeared 
2. The position of the Address was not that 0: 
neutrality with the construction of independ- 
ence but of simple neutrality. 3. The position 
was that of the Union party of the State 
4. The posit'on wa3 cordially approved and 
steadily advocated by our neighbor himBelf 
Not only did we not hold the position of neu- 
trality with the construction of independence 
but the position had not been invented when 
our neighbor here says we held it, and the po- 
sition we did hold we held in common with 
our neighbor and the Union party in general. 

Upwards of a month after the Address ap- 
peared, however, Governor Magoffin issued 
an ambiguous proclamation cf neutrality, 
which might be construed as meaning either 
neutrality or independence according to his 
purposes. We, under all the circumstances, 
deemed it fit and prudent to accept the procla- 
mation with the construction of neutrality, 
but at the same time distinctly warned the 
Governor, that, if he should ever officially put 
on it a different construction, the people would 



the policy of neutrality as thus generally de- 
fined, and he will find the people of Kentucky 
in solid phalanx at his back. They will stand 
by him almost to a man. Let him, on the 
contrary, however, make or attempt to make 
the proclamation, which undoubtedly is ob- 
scure and equivocal in expression as well as 
unbecoming in tone, a cover for ibe execution^ 
of the revolutionary purposes currently as- 
cribed to him, and he will find the people of 
Kentucky in solid phalanx at his front. They 
will resist him almost to a man. The people 
of Kentucky are in no mood to be trifled with 
respecting the attitude of tho Commonwealth 
in this awful juncture. They have declared 
solemnly and unmistakably for neutrality in 
a spirit not of disloyally but of the noblest 
loyalty. And they are resolved to make this 
declaration in all its length and breadth re- 
spected not onlv abroad but at home. The 
Governor knows this full well. We are pur- 
sunded that no one knows it better than he. 
And we are persuaded also that he has no 
thought, of rletying this unquestionable and 
unconquerable resolve. 

Hen^e, we are not at this time disposed to 
entertain the suspicion, harbored and freely 
expressed by many of our loyal friends, that 
the proclamation is a mere stratagem, em- 
ployed deliberately to embroil the people of 
Kentucky in a conflict wi h the Government 
to which they owe and acknowledge allegi- 
ance. Our faith in the Governor, as all itnow, 
is not excessive; yet it is too great to allow us 
to harbor this suspicion. We believe the sus- 
picion is not fully warranted. We trust it is 
wholly unjust. We would gladly believe the 
Governor incapable of turp.tude so dark. The 
suspicion is altogether too damning to be 
lightly indulged. Nevertheless, as we inti- 
mated yesterday, and as we have repeated 
above, such are the spirit and terms of the 
proclamation that no reflecting patriot can 
regard it or ought to regard it with entire con- 
fidence. The proclamation challenges distrust 
aud watchfulness as well as confidence. And 
we would have these qualities wisely mingled 
in the public est imati. n of the paper. Above 
all, we would have t,ie Legislature, before it 
adjourns, place an authoritative construction 
on the proclamation, which all might under- 
stand alike, and which all would faithfully 
observe. We reckon ft! , point a vital one. 
Let it on no account bi ossed by. 

Meanwhile, we in all sincerity bespeak for 
the Governor the impartial judgment of the 
public on the merits or demerits of his future 
conduct. Let us try him fairly by bis acts. 
Confide heedfully in his solmn pledge until be 
shows a disposition to break or evade it. 
Trust, but watch him! 

Vet, incredible a3 it must appear to rational 
persons, our neighbor absolutely cites the 
position thus assumed as the second and final 
article of "the proof that we held the posi 
tion of neutrality with the construction of 
independence "along with the secessionists." 
He actually brings forward our clear and em 
pbatic repudiation of the construction of in- 
dependence as the crowning "proof that we 
adopted it! Surely a more glaring piece of 
folly was never committed by a sane man 
Onr neighbor's sense is as treacherous as his 
memory. 

We advise the Editor of the Democrat to 
fire up bis search after our inconsistency. He 
will never find it. But that is not the worst 
of it for bim; siuce, every time he renews the 
fruitless hunt after our inconsistencies, he 
flushes a new bevy of his own. The chase is 
doubly a losing one. Our neighbor fi rat un 
lertook to convict us of inconsistency by 
gravely showing from the old files of the Jour- 
nal that we aro not Democrats! Then he un 
Jertook the same thing by showing that we 
denounced in its bud the abolition policy of 
the Administration! And now he has under- 
taken the same thing by showing that two 
years ago we stood with the Union party of 
Keutucky and with him! Neighbor, you are 
clearly in pursuit of inconsistency under diffi- 
culties, and the difficulties are growing thicker 
and higher at every wild stride you make. 
Give it up! Your foolish efforts to convict us 
of inconsistency but serve not merely to show 
bow much you aro ashamed of your own in- 
consistency but to expose it more and more. 




The Attack on Charleston. — There seems 
to bo no doubt that the great blow has been 
struck at the point where the rebellion was 
lrst hatched. Two years ago this very day 
Beauregard summoned Maj. Anderson toevoc 
uate Fort Sumpter, but the gallant command 
er refused compliance, stating that his "sense 
of honor and his obligations to his Govern- 
ment" would prevent him from doing so. An 
hour after midnight a second summons was 
made. Major A. replied, that, if not supplied 
with provisions, or otherwise ordered, he 
would evacuate the fort on the 15th. At ha'.f- 
:>ast three o'clock the same morning, that of 
he 12th April, he was notified that the bom- 
lardment would commence in an hour, an 1 at 
he designated time Fort Moultrie opened fire. 
That act has to be avenged, and we shall 
iwait with great solicitude the arrival of of- 
ficial despatches. In the meantime the New 
Vork Post has a few facts which we copy fjr 
lie purposo of letting our readers understand 
the preliminary position of affairs. 

First — A large part of the land forces in the 
Department of the South was probably landed 
on Edisto and John's Islands by last Saturday. 
These forces were of course directly opposed 
to the rebel forces; our 1 icket lines hi. re been 
for two weeks in sight of the enemy's; and 
one or two insignificant skirmishes betweeu 
nicket guards have taken place. Such affairs 
vill continue; they are easily magnified by 
umor into important engagements; but they 
lave in reality nothing important in them ex- 
:ept this, that they tell of opposing forces 
within cannon shot of each other. 

Secondly — Our iron-clad fleet was proba- 
bly, unless prevented by a storm, gathered 
together in the neighborhood of North Edisto, 
on Saturday last. From this base the opera- 
tions against Charleston will be conducted, 
tnd a harbor of refuge will be secured for the 
Monitors and other parts of 'he attacking 
deet, in case a storm . vuld interrupt their 
novements. 

Third— The attack on Fort McAllister was 
•f immense advantage, in showing whore the 
fonitors are strong and where they needed to 
■e better protected or further strengthened, 
u the weeks that have elapsed since this trial 
■y actual battle, our best mechanics have been 
ousy day and night^ — not repairing damages, 
for the damage done was but slight — but 
making such changes and improvements in 
Ihe Monitor fleet as were suggested or shown to 
be necessary by the engagement with Fort Mc- 
ulisicr. The net results of that battle were to 

ve confidence to the commanders and crews 
of ouriron-clads, to enable us to make the Mon- 
itors still less vulnerable than they were be- 
fore, and to send them against the rebel works 
oefore Charleston with every prospect of suc- 
■css. 

Laatly, the attack is likely to be an affair of 
■ome days. No decisive result is looked for 
n the first day; it may even be that in the 
irst week of what, at this distance, looks like 
tctive opeiations, nothing of real moment will 
ie accomplished. There may be reconnois- 
sances to draw the enemy's fire and discover 
the precise line of his works and the weight of 
lis metal. There may be delays on account 
it the weather, though we hope not. The 
>ublic should then remain tranquil. It is use- 
ess to become excited at every rumor; we are 
ure that the brave and tried men who will 
nake tbe attack will do all that the American 
people can ask of their sailors; we are sure 
nothing that skill, forethought, or experience 
could provide to insure a successful result has 
been omitted; we have many chances inour 
favor; we have as Admiral the gallant Dupont, 
who led the attack on Port Royal, and by his 
genius made useless the preparations of the 
rebels there— and he may teacb the Charles- 
on rebels another new trick. And, finally, 
we may add that the large army reported to 
have been collected at Charleston by Beaure- 
gard will be of no use to him. Ten thousand 
nen would serve his purpose as well as the 
ifty thousand he is said to have on hand. His 
■oldiers cannot withstand our iron-clads; and 
-he event will show also, we believe, that his 
batteries must succumb. 



of the school of Jefferson and Jackson in the 
very midst of us are condemning its patriotic 
utterances and denouncing its candidates. 
The Boston Post has, on many recent occa- 
sions, shown its appreciation of the difficulties 
which the Union cause encounters in Ken- 
ucky, and its high regard for all who uphold 
that cause, but it has never spoken more

Well may the Po3t ex- 
claim: "In Kentucky are times that try men's 
souls," and how faithfully doe3 it depict the 
spirit which animated the representatives of 
the one hundred counties of our State when it 
says . 

This convention was composed of repre- 
sentatives from all fjrmer parties — the Jack- 
sou Democrat, the Henry Clay Whig, the sup- 
porters of Douglas and Breckinridge — sink- 
ing former prejudices and objects, and coin- 
ing together to act for country. It was a 
great convention — great in numbers, in pur- 
pose, in spirit; andnas far more than local 
significance — for it is a fair type of tbe Union 
sentiment of a loyal population, who stretch 
from the Atlantic coast, along the area of the 
Border Stales, through MLoouri to tbe far 
West Its proceedings show that the solid 
men, who acted here, felt that it was no time 
for shams, no place for mere partisanship, or 
for anything short of loyalty to the law of 
our national life. As such, the proceedings 
of this convention are worthy of examination 
and candid consideration by all who would 
be true to their country. 

The convention unanimously and enthusi- 
astically adopted the platform of resolutions 
which we have printed. They are uncondi- 
tionally for the Union. They are for the 
preservation of theg overr.ment as a last and 
only hope of free institutions. They are for 
doing this by war so long as war may be 
necessary. They hold up secession, as a prin- 
ciple, as terrible heresy, and in its works bar- 
barism itself; and they denounce abelition and 
its works with like fidelity, holding np the 
President's proclamation as null and void and 
declaring the suppression of the writ of habeas 
corpus not only unconstitutional but danger- 
ous to the liberties of the people. In a word 
they make the distinction between the gov 
ernment and tbe Administration. 

The Post quotes from our columns to show 
that the great fundamental idea of tbe plat- 
form of the convention wits unyielding oppo. 
sition to abolition and secession as the twin 
foes of the government, and it refers eloquent- 
ly to tbe high character and loyalty of the 
leading candidates on tbe ticket, copying the 
remarks which Col. Jacob made when accept- 
ing the nomination for Lieutenant Governor, 
and saying: "Here are the exponents of the 
platform. They are no timid, cringing, dou- 
ble-faced men, afraid to condemn where si 
lence is lack of patriotism, but noble cham- 
pions of the Union and the Constitution, 
ready to do battle at the ballot-box and in the 
field against the twin enemies of both aboli- 
tion and secession." Our Boston contempora 
ry has studied the position of Kentucky with 
great care and furnishes to its readers expres- 
sions of sentiment from various parts of the 
State, showing that the proceedings of the 
convention aro warmly approved and com 
mended by all true Union men, and that 
"such resolutions and such nominations nerve 
the hearts and strengthen the arms of the 
Kentucky soldiers, who are grilling their all 
to suppress this wicked and causolcss rebel- 
lion." It then adds 

Such is the civic voice of Kentucky. Such 
the statesmanship of the Border States. Nor 
is this all nor the half. These resolutions hail 
with "pleasurable hope" the last fall triumphs 
of the conservative phalanx which wrested so 
many States from the radical vortex! and 
they placed the convention in political com- 
munion with an uprising, such as was seen 
on her border in Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, 
that fitly deserves to be called national! In 
not one of these States, nor in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and New York, did the Presi- 
dent's abolition proclamation meet with any 
more favor, either in platforms or in the can- 
vass, than it met in this convention ; for it was 
held up everywhere to public reprobation by 
the majorities who prevailed. It is this 
affinity of principal and object that makes 
unionism and spirit of nationality worthy of 
this great hour; and because there is a solid 
unity between the conservatism that is rally 
ing so splendidly even in New England, and 
'hat is sweeping the Middle States and the 
West, is there hope for our country, 

Truly, eloquently, nobly spoken, and such 
words should find a re-echo in the breast of 
every Kentuckian. We ask our neighbor of 
the Democrat in particular to read this closing 
paragraph from the article in the Boston 
Post which has attracted our comments 

God ble3s the noble men of Kentucky for 
their fidelity at such an hour as this; and as 
amidst their smoking homes, their jrreat men 
beg the Aministration to chango its course 
from the measures that play into the bands of 
faction, to one that shall be in accordance 
with the Constitution, we cannot understand 
how the request can be denied. In this, as 
just a political demand as ever asuffering State 
made, there is everything to show that the 
great body of the nation concur. If ever 
there was a national expression it has been in 
favor cf the principal objects expressed in 
these Kentucky resolves; and whoever ha3 
not the manliness to denounce those twin ene- 
mies, abolition with its train of unconstitu 
tional proclamations, and secession with its 
train of civil war, may suspect his fitness to 
claim kindred with the patriotism of the- no 
ble men of Kentucky. 

The cultivation and enlargement of such 
unity between the conservatives in every part 
of the country will tend to the restoration 0 
peace by maintaining the honor, integrity, 
and power of the government, and, while we 
should endeavor, in the spirit of kindly for- 
bearance but deep earnestness, to eradicate the 
fatal errors which have bli.ided the judgments 
of men, we should never forget that our coun 
try is one, and that we all have a common desti 
ny. Wo are bound together by interest and 
by the decrees of nature. We cannot be di 
vorced; every star on our banner must shine 
as pure and bright as the glorious galaxy in 
"Orion's studded belt." We can have but one 
nationtlity, one flag, one Union, and these 
cannot be destroyed if we stand firm and uni- 
ted in the effort to perpetuate thorn. They 
cannot be perpetuated by secessionism, and 
they cannot be perpetuated by abolition 
ism; therefore these are equally our detes 
tation, and we must determine in the spirit of 
our State Convcnion to put down radicalism 
at the ballot-box, wbilo we must put down 
tbe rebellion with the sword. 
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There are crimes that we will not commit 
for the sake of the Union. — Lou. Democrat.

Magnificent Pbbsknt to Gen. Shkridah. 
The sbow-window of Messrs. Fletcher & Ben- 
nett, tho well-known Main street jewellers, 
was the point of attraction yesterday, the par- 
ticular object of interest being a magnificent 
sword and belt, a pair of side pistols, and a 
costly wine case, all presents to Major-General 
P. H. Sheridan, the Commander of tho Third 
Division of the Twentieth Army Corp9 in the 
Army of the Cumberland. The sword is one 
of the most costly weapons of the kind ever 
manufactured, the blade being of the purest 
Damascus steel, the hilt and mountings of 
heavily-chased gold, the hilt being set with 
one large diamond and a cluster of smaller 
precious stones and pearls, in which the initials 
of the General are traced. The belt is orna- 
mented with fine bullion, which alone cost 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. The sword was furnished at an ex 
ponse of one thousand dollars, and, we pre- 
sume, is the most costly sword in the Uni- 
ted States. The pistols, which are mo6t 
superb, were made especially for the 
purpose, are stocked with ivory, each handle 
bearing the words "Boonville," "Perryville," 
and "Stone River," upon each of which fields 
General Sheridan bore himself with singular 
gallantry. Tho wine-chest contains a silver 
pitcher, four goblets, two cut-glass decanters, 
Ac, articles of such magnificence that it would 
be difficult to duplicate them. There is also 
belonging to the collection a splendid saddle, 
spurs, and other horse equipments, which have 
been furnished without regard to cost or labor. 
These latter articles may be seen at the office 
of Dr. T. J. Grilliths, on Jttferson street, near 
Ninth. Maj. D. J. Griffiths, of this city, the 
accomplished Medical Director, was entrusted 
by his brother officers with tho selection and 
superintendence of the preparation of these 
magnificent presents, and he has exhibited 
rare taste iu the discharge of the delicate trust. 
The Major will leave this city to-day for the 
front of the Army of the Cumberland, ami 
will bear with him these valuable souvenirs to 
General Sheridan. 

The General, it will be remembered, en- 
tered the West Point Academy as a cadet 
from Ohio, and now ranks as Captain and bre- 
vet Major of the Thirteenth Regulars. After 
the breaking out of the rebellion he took com- 
mand of the Second Michigan" Cavalry, was 
promoted to a Brigadier-(}*neral dipvin- 
guished services at the battle of Boonville, and 
has Bince been made a Major-General for ser- 
vices at the battles of Perryville and Stone 
river. Gen. Ro9ecrans spoke of Gen. Sheri- 
dan in his report of the battle of Stone river in 
the highest terms of praise, according him the 
honor of repulsing the enemy at four different 
points. The testimonial thus given by the brave 
and skilful officers of his command is a 
princely offering — the highest and most sub- 
stantial compliment of the kind ever paid an 
American General; but it is the offering of 
noble hearts to a gallant and much-loved 
commander.

has made another successful scout In his de. 
partment. On Tuesday night he succeeded In 
surprising a gang of contraband dealers at 
Amontown, Kentucky, who have been doing 
an extensive business for some time past. He 
arrested four, including the livery stable 
keeper, who bin been very husily engaged in 
running the contrabandist through to the 
Southern Confederacy. His whole stock of 
buggies, wagons, harness, and horses has been 
seized, and is now under guard. 

While returning to Henderson, Colonel 
Foster surprised another band of smugglers at 
Corydon, Henderson county, Indiana, the 
leader of whom is W. B. Pentcost, who was 
arrested by Colonel Foster last fall, and re- 
leased upon his bond and oath. It will doubt 
less go hard with this old sinner. A consid- 
erable amount of Confederate money was 
found upon his person. 

These disclosures implicate a mercantile 
house in Henderson, whose proprietor is tin 
!er oath and bond. His store is under guard. 
They also implicate parties and merchants in 
other cities. 

The large contraband trado passing in that 
direction to the South is now pretty effectually 
broken up. It has become a dangerous busi 
ness. Col. Foster, Marshal Rose, and those 
under their command deserve great praise in 
thus breaking up and effectually stopping one 
great channel through which the rebels were 
supplied. Such men as those implicated, who 
would sell their country for the almighty dol- 
lar, are rebels of the deepest dye, and if justice 
reaches them will make an example which 
will not be very palatable to others who might 
be tempted to follow in this now dangerous 
ade. 

A small squad of Col. Foster's men had I 
skirmish with the guerillas at Uniontown on 
Thursday morning. As usual, the rascals left 
in a hurry. 

Ska?" An immense meeting was held las 
Tuesday night ,in New York, having for its 
object the organization of a comprehensive 
plan for the relief of the destitute working 
lasseB in Ireland. Gen. McClellan was pres- 
ent, aud, being called upon, made a very ad- 
mirable speech, saying he departed from bis 
usual rule of avoiding vast assemblages, as 
this had no party nor political purpose. The 
only allusion which he made to the war was 
his brief but vigorous peroration, in these 
words: 

Although we have come here to-night for 
no political purpose, yet no true friend of his

It was to establish on 
this broad continent one nation, one free gov- 
ernment, that might be a refuge for ail from 
foreign lands. I know, then, that I exprcsa 
the sentiments of all who listen to me when I 
say that all our energy, all our thoughts, all 
our means, and, if necessary, the last- drop 
of our blood must be given to uphold that 
unity, that nationality.

Reiikl Murders in East Tennessee — The ; 
Nashville Union learns from an unquestion- 
able private source that three citizens of East 
Tennessee were murdered in cold blood by a 
parly of rebel soldiers a few weeks ago. One 
of their victims was Tol Staples, Esq., an old 
man nearly sixty years of age, for many years 
Clerk of the Chancery Court of Scott county, 
Tenn. He was a gentleman cf unblemished 
reputation and great influence. He became 
obnoxious to the rebel authorities for his firm 
and fearless loyalty, and a squad of soldiers 
was sent to his house, who arrested him, tied 
him to a tree, and shot him I About the same 
time Major Duncan, Capt. Cross, and private 
Davis, of the Seventh East Tennessee infan- 
try, were captured by a party of rebels. Capt. 
Cross escaped, but Major Duncan and Davis 
were tied up and shot dead, alter being made 
prisoners. 

fiiayQuite a flutter was produced in Evans- 
ville, Ind., on Wednesday morning, by the re- 
report of the arrest of several prominent riti- 
zens upon warrants issued from the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court, for aiding the rebellion. The per- 
sons thus arrested were Leopold Loewenthal, 
Cyprian Preston, Dr. D. C. Keller, David Mil- 
ler, Lute Smith, and James Rogera. The par- 
ties arrested all gave bail for their appearance 
inthcU. S. District Court, at Indianapolis, in 
May. The store of Loewenthal & Co. was 
closed and placed under a guard of soldiers, 
and an officer appointed to take an inventory 
of the goods. The Journal says the excite- 
ment caused by these arrests was quite lively 
for a time. What the particular grounds for 
the issue of the warrants may have been are 
not known. The facts will doubtless all be 
developed before the Court,

Nashvillb, April 10. 
Van Dorn 9 whole force nltncked General 
Granger, to-dar, at Franklin, and after severe 
fighting for two hours, the rebels retreated, 
leaving their dead on the field. The casual- 
ties on either side are not known. 

Near Lavcrgne, to-day, the passenger train 
on the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad 
was attacked bj a rebel force of not less than 
200. Twelve or fifteen of the train guard 
were killed or wounded, and the train de- 
stroyed and the track torn up. 

It is reported that a rebel force also attacked 
the trains on the Louisville road, and ran 
them off thr track. 

Two hundred and twenty-five rebel prison- 
era left here for Louisville tins morning. 

Fortruw, Moxrok, April 10. 
The Richmond Whig, of yesterday, has the 
following highly exciting intelligence: 

Charleston, April 7.— The attack on Charles- 
ton commenced to-day. Four iron-clads out 
of seven in the Yankee fleet are engaged. The 
firing from the fleet and from Forts Sumpter 
and Moultrie and Morris's Island was very 
heavy. The Ironsides was hit and ran ashore, 
but subsequently got off, and was taken out 
of range. At 2 o'clock in the afternoon nine 
monitors and the Ironsides opened a fire at 
a distance of 3,000 yards. At half-past 2 
o'clock the firing on both sides became luces- 
Bant, and was kept up till 5 o'clock, when it 
gfadually diminished. The fire of the fleet 
was concentrated on Fort Sumpter. Tbelron- 
sides nnd Keokuk withdrew from the engage- 
ment at 4 o'clock, apparently disabled. In- 
tense excitement prevails in thi3 city. Uur 
casualties are one boy killed and five men 
badly wounded in Fort Sumpter. Rt . jrta 
from the other batteries have not yet come to 
hand. 

Charletlon, April 8. — Seven turreted iron- 
clads and the Ironsides are inside the bar. The 
Keokuk is sunk on the beach off Morris's 
Island. There is no disposition on the part of 
the Federals to renew the conflict. 

The Richmond papers of yesterday contain 
the following: 

Vtcksburg, April 7. — The enemy is with- 
drawing troops from tho peninsula. Yester- 
day all the tents were struck. ' Four large 
transports have gone up the river loaded with 
troops. The enemy has cutthe levee and turn- 
ed the water into their old camping ground. 

Jackson, Miss., April 7. — Farragut with 
three vessels is above Port Hudson. He sig- 
nalled the lower fleet but noue have gone 
down the river yet. The Federals have con- 
tracted their lines at Memphis. The Hartford 
landed at Bayou Sara this morning and de- 
stroyed the government stores. The lower 
fleet has opened lire, lying out of reach of our 
batteries. 

Philadelpuia, April 10. 

The Bulletin of this city learns from a pas- 
senger, just arrived in the steamer Rmeline 
from Newbern, the following facts in reference 
to Gen. Foster's position at Little Washington. 
Oue vessel had reached Gen. Foster since the 
rebels had surrounded his camps. Two of our 
{imboats, the Hunchback and the Smithfield, 
uad for some days been stationed just below 
the rebel battery and kept tbem busy in re- 
'ying to the vessels. As the steamer left 

ewbern two Union gunboats had arrived 
and were about starting to the relief of Gen. 
Foster. Reinforcements were also on their 
way to relieve Gen. Foster, but none had 
reached Little Washington at last advices. 

It was the opinion of our informant that 
Gen. Foster could hold out some seven or eight 
days from the date of the sailing of Kmeline, 
as communication by means of small boats 
had been made with him during the siege. 
The situation of Gen. Foster was, however, 
critical, and everything depended upon succor 
reaching him quickly, as the rebel force was 
very heavy. 

Washington, April 10. 

Every package going hence to the Army of 
the Potomac is now subject to rigid inspection 
by an officer appointed for the purpose. This 
is in pursuance of a recent order from Gen. 
Hooker to prevent abuses heretofore practised 
by army purveyors, who have made nse of 
government transportation for private specu- 
lations under the cover of orders from gen- 
eral officers. 

Henry Baker has been appointed special 
agent at the Post-office Department for Cali- 
fornia and Oregon vice Chas. WatiOns, re- 
moved. 

Commissioners have been prepared for Robt. 
B. Swain, superintendent of the mint, and 
Samuel J. Bridge and H. W. Miller, appraisers 
at San Francisco. Tho commissioner for Mr. 
Law as collector of the port has not been is- 
sued. 

ARRIVAL OF THE BAVARIA. 

Nkw Yohk, April 10. 
The Bavaria, from Southampton on the 25th, 
arrived to-night. The Africa arrived out on 
the 19th and the City of New York on the 
24th. 

The ship John A. Park had been burned by 
the Alabama. 

England. — Riots have taken place at Staley 
Bridge and Ashton among the cotton opera- 
tives. Many were arrested. 

Slidell denies that President Davis took the 
lead in the repudiation question. His name 
had been confounded with Reuben Davis. 

The Times says the Polish intelligence leaves 
little room for doubt that the Polish struggle 
is ended, but the hope is held out that the 
Czar may seize the opportunity for the pacifi- 
cation of Poland by generous measures. 

Lord Campbell, in the House of Lord?, 
asked, when the Southern Confederacy should 
be recognized as an independent Government, 
would it remove the last hope of the North of 
subjugating the South, and would it materially 
influence the Federals in coming to an ar- 
rangement with the Southerners if the Con- 
federates were looked upon as an independent 
power by Europe. The opinions or France 
and Holland were sufficiently manifested by 
the recent loan, and the military authorities 
say the subjection of the South is impossible. 

Earl Russell said that England could do 
nothing usefully or peaceablv to attain a ces- 
sation of the war. The refusal of the French 
offer teaches us that such offers would only 
provoke greater opposition. The North was 
as determined as ever, and England's recogni- 
tion of the South at the present moment would 
be a most unfriendly act towards the North. 
We must wait, and not proceed to so decidedly 
an unfriendly act as recognizing the South. 

Consols very firm at 93%@93K. Confed- 
erate loan fluctuating at 2@2^ premium. 

France.— The Monitcur denies that 12.000 
men had been concentrated at Toulon for Mex- 
ico, but for Algeria, Poland. 
The insurgents are beaten everywhere. 
Langiewitz has resigned the dictatorship. 
The ship Bethia Thayer arrived at Nantes 
from Calloa. She was captured by the Ala- 
bama, and the Captain had signed a bond for 
$60,000 to obtain her release. 

The latest news from Poland states that the 
Poles won two engagements in the Pallatinate 
of Kalish, in which the Russian loss was heavy, 
while the Poles had been beaten in several 
other engagements. A number of indecisive 
engagements were also reported. 

The Austrian Ambassador to Russia lias 
been recalled.

Said committee retired and 
reported the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted: 

Whereas. Brigadier Gen. JuliusWhite, com- 
manding District of Eastern Kentucky, has 
issued a General Order calling upon the loyal 
citizens of said District, in case of an invasion, 
to repair to the different military posts of Baid 
District and aid in protecting their homes and 
property during such invasion; therefore be 

11 Resolved, That the citizens of Boyd county 
approve the purposes of said General Order, 
and we pledge ourselves to do all in our powBr 
to aid in carrying out its objects. 

After the adoption of said resolution, patri- 
otic and entertaining speeches were made by 
Dr. J. D. Kincaid, Hon. L. T. Moore. Hon. K. 
V. Whalay, of Virginia, Hon. and Thomas 
Brown. And then the meeting adjourned.

ilppi, ou the 29th in.t, says: 

I embraced the opportunity to visit several 
plantations. Among others, was that of Mr. 
Ford, of Louisville, Ky., who has not dared 
to even visit his plantation during the last 
vear, because he is a Union man. When here 
last the rebeld attempted to catch him. His 
son, who was a little more acceptable to the 
rebels, has, during his father's absence, and, it 
is said, without his knowledge, run off ninety 
of the negroes to Georgia. There are about 
fifty negro children left with some women and 
•iteady, trusty men. The next plantation to 
this is that of a widow Johnson, whose 
widowed daughter, also by the name of John 
-jo. is living with her. They tse a branch 
family of the Kentucky Johnsons, and the 
husbend of the young widow was once Gov 
ernorof Louisiana. They are now in Arkan 
sas, and they very frankly avow their sym- 
pathy with the rebellion. But, rich as they 
are, they are feeling the pressure of the 
war. I accepted an invitation to breakfast 
with them, and they complained of their fare 
being, not scant, but plain. It consisted of 
corn bread, ham of their own cure, which 
was vary good, and coffee made of sweet po- 
tatoes browned. Thev complain much of 
the want of quinine, to cure the chills, and 
tho want of flour and coffee. Mrs. Johnson 
tho younger, was knitting breeches for her 
negro men. She told me she had two pair al 
ready, and was now at the third. Thus you 
see the children of fortune, unused to anything 
but affluence, unaccustomed to labor, even 
wearing the dignity of high official honors, 
living as common people, laboring with their 
hands. On the Mississippi side of the river is a 
Mr. Edward P. Johnson, a relative of the other 
family and a nephew of Uol. Dick Johnson, of 
Kentucky. He has a son in the rebel army, 
and does not deny having contributed to the 
promotion of the rebel cause. We have taken 
his cotton and his cattle and many of his negroes 
have escaped, although his son has run off 
about ninety of them into Texas. His fright- 
ened family, in his absence, sent off their 
silver-plate back in the country to be kept by 
a man named Buford. When our boats ap- 
peared, however, Buford became frightened 
and ran, leaving the plate in care of a negress 
on another plantation, who, of course, was 
more than delighted at being able to tell the 
Yankees where it was. This man's receipts 
are said to have been a hundred thousand dol- 
lars a year; now ruin stores him in the face. 
Toshow still further thesituation to which war 
has already brought these rich people, I men- 
t : on the fact that three of this man's grandchil- 
dren (and great grandchildren of Henry Clay), 
are orphans living with him. Of course they are 
rich; but Mrs. Johnson, in a somewhat feeling 
tone, assured mc they were forced to go bare- 
foot. She is a noble lady, and for the Union 
with her whole heart. 1 was forcibly struck 
with the good sense and the truth of a remark 
of hers — "It is not the people,'' said she, "but 
the politicians who have brought this trouble 
upon us." My heart responded amen. It was 
truly the politicians, and not the people. 
"Bui," she added, "they are not suffering now 
like we are. Many of them have nothing to 
lose; and those who have, manage to save it, 
and to have the comforts of life, which we 
are deprived of." It seems to grieve her hus- 
band much that negroes about him would not 
do his bidding, but her noble, magnanimous, 
nnd patriotic soul was grieved to see our once 
happy and prosperous Government torn to 
pieces by internal strife. 

Near by are two brothers, of princely for- 
tune, by the name of Worthington, also Ken- 
tuck ians. They are not so frank as Johnson. 
Though both of them have sons in the army, 
whom they support there, and have contribu- 
ted to sustain the rebellion, yet they cring- 
ingly assume a sort of neutral position, and 
ask pay for their cotton, and come begging 
that a certain riding-horse shall not be taken 
from them, or certain fat oxen or mules, or 
that their negroes shall not be allowed to go 
off on the boats. 



S3?" The Editor of the Maysville Eagle, 
who is now in our city, writes home to his 
paper as follows: 

I am glad to see the names of tho candi- 
dates who were nominated in this city on 
the 19th of March flying at the head of the 
"iagle.

from the landmarks of constitutional liberty 
6hall be formed or tolerated. There were some 
radicals in the Convention, and others who 
were tinctured with the poison of secession; 
but neither of these factions thought Mr. Bell 
worthy of their support, but both denounced 
him ns unreliable. The radical men were 

generally found supporting Benton, Brutus J. 
lay, or others of similar positions. They 
were completely routed by the adoption of the 
resolutions of the General Assembly, and were 
loud in expressions of their chagrin. On the 
other hand, a few men under the lead of Har- 
ney will probably desert the nominees and 
coalesce with the secessionists. At first it was 
supposed Mr. Harney bolted merely through 
personal antipathy to Mr. Bell, but the true 
reason has since leaked out in his opposition 
to any further prosecution of the war, assign- 
ing the proclamation as his reason. This is 
substantially to say that because of the proc- 
lamation Kentucky must not be defended. No 
mau who is at heart a Union man can advo- 
cate such a doctrine.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journul: 

In the Louisville Democrat, of yesterday, 
an article appears over the signature of one J.

THE CONDUCT OF THE WAR. 

r.F.PORTOFTHE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE 
This report is a. document of sixty-tour oc- 
tavo pages, and is exceedingly interesting. 
We quote the following in reference to the 
Army of the Potomac. After noticing tho. 
care and attention bestowed by the govern- 
ment on the collection of a force for this body, 
the time allowed for its organ izatiou, ic, the 
report says : 

In reference to tbo proper organization of 
so large an army as that about Washington, in 
order that it might be the better ab!e to act 
most ellectirely in the field, the testimony of 
the witnesses examined upon that point is re- 
markably unanimous. The generals most fa- 
miliar with the subject seemed to regard of the 
utmost importance the division of the army 
into corps darmee, and that, too, in time for 
the instruction or the troops in the movements 
necessary to render such an orcan'iation tho 
moat effective. Your committee deemed it so 
vitally necessary thvi they repe at edly brought 
the subject to the attention of the authorities, 
and urged iti immediate adoption with all the 
argu.ueuts in their power. The President and 
(hi- Secretary of War concurred with tbem in 
th» necessity of such a mtainre; bat it did not 
seem to bo regarded whu much favor by (Jen. 
McClellan. Indeed, Gen. McClellan slated to 
your committee, at the time of their confer- 
ence with him, that, although it mightatsome 
time be expedient to divide the army into ar- 
my corps, the subject was one of great diffi- 
culty. He said it was a delicate matter to ap- 
point major generals before they had been 
tried by actual service, and had shown tluir 
fitness to be selected to command 30,000 or 
40,000 men. A major general could not be 
stowed away iu a pigeon hole, if he should 
prove incompetent, so easily as a brigadier 
general. He proposed, therefore, to himself 
manage this entire army in some buttle or 
campaign, and then select from the brigadier 
generals in it such as should prove themselves 
competent for higher commands. Consequent- 
ly, the division of the army into army corp3 
was not even begun until after the movemeut 
of the army in March had commenced, and 
then only in pursuance of tho direct and re- 
peated orders of the President. 

Gen. McClellun, however, continued to op- 
pose the organization of the army into army 
corps, as will be seen from the following de- 
spatch to him from the Secretory of War, dated 
May 9, 18G2 : 

"The President is unwilling to have the 
army corps organization broken up, but also 
unwilling that the commanding general shall 
be trammelled aud embarrassed in actual skir- 
mishing, collision with the enmy, and on the 
eve of an expected great hattle. You, there- 
fore, may temporarily Buspend that organiza- 
tion in the army under your immediate com- 
mand, and adopt any you see fit, until further 
orders. He also writes you privately." 

The provisional corps of General Yitz John 
Porter and General Franklin were thereupon 
formed by reducing the other corps from three 
to two divisions. 

TIIK BLOCKADR OF Hit POTOMAC. 

Upon that point your committee would call 
the attention of Congress to the testimony of 
Captain G. V. Fox, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. Upon reference to his testimony it will 
appear that in June, 1861, the Navy Depart- 
ment proposed to the War Department that 
measures be adopted to take possession id 
Matthias Point, in order to secure the naviga- 
tion of the Potomac from any danger of being 
interrupted. From some cause no steps Were 
then taken for that purpose. Tho subject was 
again brought to the attention of the 'War 
Department by the Navy Department in the 
month of August, shortly after the battle of 
Bull Run. Nothing, however, was done at 
that time in regard to it. 

In October, 1861, the Navy Department again 
urged the matter upon the coi uderation of the 
War Department. The Por. lioyal expedition 
was then in preparation and would soon be 
ready to start. Tho Navy IVpartment repre- 
sented that it would be aiisoln-tely necessary 
to send with that expedition, in order to insure 
its success, the greater portion of the Potomac 
flotilla, because, being very powerful vessels, 
ot light draught, with their machinery pro- 
tected, they were better fitted for that service 
than any other vessels in the possession of the 
Navy Department. And if anything was to 
be done by them to secure the uninterrupted 
navigation of the Potomac, it must be done 
before they left. It was proposed to the Presi- 
dent and the War Department that tho gun 
boats should take and destroy the rebel batte- 
ries which had then begun to make their ap- 
pearancG upon the river, aud which even then 
endangered the safety of vessels passing up 
and down the Potomac. When that had been 
done, it was proposed that a sufficient number 
of troops should be landed at Matthias Point, 
Ac, to intrench themselves, under the protec- 
tion of the gunboats, until they should be able, 
with the a^sistanc-j of the smaller baats of the 
Potomac flotilla, to hold their position against 
any force the enemy would be likely to bring 
against tbem. It was represented that unless 
some such steps were taken the departure of 
those vessels upon the Port Royal expedition 
would be the signal tor the closing of the nav- 
igation of thcPotomao, which representation the 
result proved to be correct As was well urged 
by the Navy Department, the whole question 
amounted simply to this: Would the army co- 
operate with the navy in securing the unob- 
-structed navigation of the Potomac, or, by 
withholding that co-operation at that time, 
permit so important a channel of communica- 
tion to be closed. 

After repeated efforts, General McClellan 
promised that 4,000 men should be ready at a 
time named to proceed down the river. The 
Navy Department provided the necessary 
transports for the troops, and Captain Craven, 
commanding the Potomac flotilla, upon being 
noti6ed to that effect, collected at Matthias 
Point all the boats of his flotilla at the time 
named. The troops did not arrive, and tho 
Navy Department was informed of the fact by 
Captain Craven. Assistant Secretary Fox, 
upon inquiring of General McClellan why the 
troops bad not been sent according to agree- 
ment, was informed by him that his engineers 
were of opinion that so large a body of troops 
could not be landed, and therefore he had con- 
cluded not to send them. Captain Fox replied 
that the landing of the troops was a matter of 
which the Navy Department had charge; that 
they had provided the necessary means to ac- 
complish the landing successfully ; that no in- 
quiry had been made of them in regard to the 
matter, and no notification that the troops were 
not to be sent. 

It was then agreed that the troops should be 
sent the next night. Capt. Craven was again 
notified, and again had his flotilla in readiness 
for the arrival of the troops. But no troops 
were Bent down at that time, nor were any ever 
sent down for that purpose. 

Capt. Fox, in answer to the inquiry of the 
committee as to what reason was assigned for 
not sending the troops according to the second 
agreement, replied that the only reason, so far 
as he could ascertain, was that Gen. McClellan 
feared it might briug on a general engage- 
ment. 

The President, who had united with the Na- 
vy Department in urging their proposition, 
first upon Gen. Scott, and then upon Gen. Mc- 
Clellan, manifested great disappointment when 
he learned that the plan had failed in conse- 
quence of the troops not being sent. And 
Capt. Craven threw up his command on the 
Potomac and applied to be sent to sea, saying 
that by remaining here and daing nothing he 
was but losing his own reputation, as the 
blame for permitting the Potomac to be block- 
aded would be imputed to him and the flotilla 
under his command. 

Upon the failure of this plan of the Navy 
Department, the effectivo vessels of the Po- 
tomac flotilla left upon the Port Royal expe- 
dition. The navigation of the river was al- 
most immediately thereafter closed, and re- 
mained closed until the rebels voluntarily 
evacuated their batteries in the March follow- 
ing, no steps having been taken, in the mean- 
time, for reopening communication by that 
route. 

LINIS OF OPERATIONS IN VIRGINIA. 

In consequence of the protracted delays and 
inaction of the Army of the Potomac, the 
President issued the following order: 

"Executive Mansion, ) 
"Washinoton, Jan. 31, 1862. J 

"President's Special War Order. No. 1. 

"Ordered, That all the disposable force of 
the Army of the Polonia*, after providing 
safely for the defence of Washington, be 
formed into an expedition for the immediato 
object of eeizincr and ocmr. ng a point upon 
the railroad Bouthwestward of what is known 
as Manassas Junction; all details to be iu ths 
discretion of the geueral-ln-chief, and the ex- 
pedition to move betore or on the 22d day of 
February next. ABRAHAM LINCOLN." 

To this ordeT General McClellan wrote an 
elaborate reply of the same date, objecting to 
the plan therein indicated as involving '-the 
error of dividing our army by a very difficult 
obstacle (the Occoquan j, and by a distance too 
great to enable the two portions to support 
e»ch other, should either be attacked by the 
masses of the enemy, while the other is held 
in check." He then proceeded to argue in 
favor of a movement by way of the Rappa- 
hannock or Fortress Menroe, giving the 
preference to the Rappahannock route. He 
stated that thirty days would be reqnired to 
provide the necessary means of transportation. 
He statxd that he regarded "success as certain, 
by all the chances of war,'' by the route he 
proposed, while it was "by no means certain 
that we can beat them [the enemy] at Manas- 
sas." 

To decide between these two plans a council 
of war was called by General McClellan, 
which, by a vote of eight to four, gave a ver- 
dict for the McClellan plan. 

General McClellan states in his testimony 
that by adopting the route by way of Annapo- 
lis and lhe Rappahannock, he hoped, if proper 
secrecy was preserved, to be able to reach the 
vicinity of Richmond before the rebel army at 
Manassas could be concentrated there for its 
defence. Whatever probability there may 
have been for the realization of ?uch a hope at 
the time the Rappahannock route was decided 
upon, it was entirely removed when the ene- 



my evacuated Manassas, before any actual 
movement was made by our army. And 
General McClellan at once relinquished the 
Rappahannock route, and decided, with the 
concurrence of his corps commanders, to go 
by lhe way of Yorktown and lhe peninsula. 

One great objection to the peninsula route, 
as iudicated by the tesmony of all the wit- 
nesses who testify upon lhat point, including 
General McClellan himself, was the total want

of information in reference to the nature of junction w ith General Peck at Suffolk, where 



the country there, the kind and condition ot 
the roads, tho preparations for deleuce, kc. 
The difficulties aud embarrassments our army 
labored under from the begiuning of that 
campaign, from the want of iniormation, are 
very evident from the testimony. 

At the council of Generals the question of 
reopening the navigation of the Potomac, by 
driving the enemy from their batteries upou 
the river, was discussed. It was, however, 
finally decided that the enemy should be left 
"n possession of their batteries, and the move- 
ment should bo made without disturbing 
them. 

Before the movement by way of Annapolis 
could be executed, the enemy abandoned their 
batteries upon the Potomac, and evacuated 
their position at Outrevlle aud Manassas, re- 
tiring to the line of the Raopahannock 

Wheal General McClellan, then in tho city of 
Washington, heard that the enemy had evac- 
uate 1 M iua-sa«, he proceeded across the river 
and ordered a general movement of the whol» 
army in the direction of thf position lately 
occupied by the enerav. Tho enemy moved 
on tho morning of the 10th of March, the 
greater part of it proceeding no farther than 
Fairfax Court House. A small force of the 
army proceeded to Manassas and beyond the 
line of the Rappahannock, ascertaining that 
the enemy had retired beyond that river and 
destroyed the railroad bridge across it, 
security of tiir capital. 
According to the evidence of Gen. Wads- 
worth, who commanded the garrison around 
Washington, the force left there by McClellan 
for its defence was 20 477, of which 19,022 was 
fit tor duty, the rest being sick or in arrest: 

'General Wadsworih further reports that 
nearly all the force is new and imperfectly | 
disciplined; that several of the regiments are 
in a very disorganized condition, some of 
them having been relieved from brigades 1 
which have gone into the field, in cousequence 
of their unfitness for service, tho best regi- 
ments remaining having been selected to take 
their places; two heavy artillery regiments 
and one infantry regiment, which had been 
drilled for months in artillery service, having 
been withdiawn from the forts on the south side 
of the Potoroic, and their places supplied with 
new infantry regiments entirely unacquainted 
with the duties of that arm, and of little or no 
value in their present position. If there was 
need of a military force for the safety of tho 
city of Washington within its own limits, that 
referred to in the report of General Wads- 
worth would seem to be entirely inadequate." 

In consequence of this report the War De- 
partment, by order of the President, detained 
McDowell's corps at Fredericksburg, but with- 
out the knowledge of McDowell, who was at 
the time engaged in preparations for his de- 
parture. 

THE CAUPAION OF FRKDEillCKSRUBQ. 

The plan determined upon was to cross tho 
river at two points; the right wing to cross 
opposite Fredericksburg, and the left wing to 
cross from three to four miles below the city. 
The left wing was composed of the If ft grand 
division, with a corps from the centre grand 



steamers were to be in waiting to take it to 
A qui a Creek. 

To distract the attention of the enemy, and 
deceive them in regard K> which body of cav- 
alry was the attacking column, at the time 
the thousand picked men crossed the Rappa- 
hannock, a portion of the rouiaining 1,500 
was to proceed toward Warrentou; another 
portion toward Culpepper Courthouse; and 
the remainder were to accompany the thou- 
sand picked men as far as Raccoon Ford, and 
then return. Whilo this country expedition 
was in progress the goneral movement was to 
be made across the river. 

On the 26th of December an order was issued 
for the entire command to prepare three days' 
cooked rations, to have their wagons filled 
with ten days' small rations, if possible; to 
have from ten to twelve days' supply of beef 
cattle with them; to take forage for their 
teams and their artillery aud cavalry horses, 
and the requisite amouut of ammunition — in 
fact, to be in a condition to move at twelve 
hoars' noiice. 

Bhorily after that order was issued General 
John Newton and General John Cochrane — 
the one commanding a division and the other 
a brigade in the left grand division, under 
General William B. Franklin— came up to 
Washington on leave ol absence. Previous 
to obtaining leave of absence from General 
Franklin, they informed him and General 
William F. Smith that when they came to 
Washington they should take the opportunity 
to represent to some one in authority here the 
dispirited condition of the army, and the dan- 
ger there was in attempting any movement 
against the enemy at that time. 

When they reached Washington, General 
Cochrane, as he states, endeavored to find cer- 
tain members of Congress, to whom to make 
the desired communication. Failiug to find 
them, he determined to seek an interview 
with the President for the purpose of making 
the communication directly to him. On pro- 
ceeding to the President's house be there met 
Secretary Seward, to whom he explained tho 
object of his being there and the general pur- 
port of his proposed communication to the 
President, and requested him to procure an 
interview for them, which Mr. Seward prom- 
ised to do, and which he lid do. 

That day the interview took place, and Gen. 
Newton opened the subject to the President. 
At first the President, as Gen. Newton ex- 
pressed it, "very naturally conceived that they 
had come there for the purpose of injuring 
Gen. Burnside, and suggesting some other per- 
son to fill his place." Gen. Ncwlou states, 
that while he firmly believed that the princi- 
pal cause of the dispirited condition of the 
army was the want of confidence in the milita- 
ry capacity of Gen. Burnside, he deemed it im- 
proper to say so to the President "right square 
out," and therefore endeavored to convey the 
same idea indirectly. When asked if he con- 
sidered it any less improper to do such a thing 
indirectly than it was to do it directly, he 
qualified his previous assertion by saying that 
his object was to inform the President of what 
he considered to be the condition of the army, 
in the hope that the President would make in- 



wouid not be allowed to publish that order, 
and therefore asked to have Lis resignation 
accepted at once. This the President declined 
to do. 

General Burnside returned to his camp, and 
came again to Washington that night at the 
request of the President, and the next morn- 
ing called upon the President for his decision. 
He was informed that the President declined 
to approve his order No. 8, but bad concluded 
to relieve him from the command of the Army 
of the Potomac, and to appoint General Hook- 
er in his place. Thereupon General Burnside 
ngain insisted that his resignation be accepted. 
This the President declined to do; and, after 
some urging, General Burnside consented to 
take a leave of absence for thirty days, with 
the understanding that, at the end of that 
time, he should be assigned to duty, as he 
deemed it improper to hold a commission as 
Major-General, and receive his pay with- 
out rendering service therefor. General 
Burnside objected to the wording of the order 
which relieved him from his command, and 
which stated that it was at his own request, as 
being unjust to him and unfounded in fact; 
but upon tho representation that any other or- 
der would do injury to tho cause, he consented 
to let it remain as if then read.

000 men, the whale being under command of 
Maj. Gen. Franklin. The crossing was mado 
successfully at both points, but with much op- 
position from sharpshooters on the right. 

Gen. Burnside states the following in regard 
to bis plan of attack: 

"The enemy had cut a road along the rear 
of the line of heights where wo made our at- 
tack, by means of which they connected tho 
two wings of their army, and avoided a long 
detour around through a bad country. I ob- 
tained from a colored man, from the other side 
of the town, information in regard to this new 
road, which proved to bo correct. I wanted 
to obtain possession of that new road, and that 
was my reason for making an attack on the 
extreme left. I did not intend to make the 
attack on the right until that position had 
been taken, which I supposed would stagger 
the enemy, cutting their line in two; and 
then I proposed to make a direct attack on 
their front and drive them out of their works." 

The following is the order to Qon. Franklin, 
who commanded the left: 

•'Hkadquartrus A buy of ihs Potomac, ) 
"December 13, 5 55 A. M. J 

"General Bardie will carry this despatch to 
you aud remain with you during the day. 
Tho General commanding directs that yon 
keep your whole command in position for a 
rapid movement down the old Richmond road, 
and you will send out at once a division, at 
least, to pass below Smithtield, to seize, if pos- 
sible, the heights near Captain Hamilton's, on 
this side of the Massaponas, taking care to 
keep it well supported aud its line of retreat 
open. He has ordered another column of a 
division or more to be moved from Gen. Sum- 
ner's command up the plank road to its inter- 
section of the telegraph road, where they will 
divide, with a view to seizing the heights on 
both of those roads. Holding these heights, 
with the heights near Ueptain Hamilton's, 
will, I hope, compel the euemy to evacuate 
the whole ridge between these points. He 
makes these moves by columns, distant from 
each other, with a view of avoiding the possi- 
bility of a collision of our own forces, which 
might occur in a general movement during the 
fog. Two of Gen. Hooker's divisions are in 
your rear at the bridges, and will remain there 
as supports. Copies of instructions to Gens. 
Sumner and Hooker will be forwarded to you 
by an orderly very soon. You will keep your 
whole command in readiness to move at once 
as soon as the fog lifts. The watchword which, 
if possible, should be given to every comoany 
will be 'Scott.' 

"I have the honor to be, General, very re-

"Major-General Fha.vklin, 
"Commanding Department, Grand Division 

Army of Potomac." 

General Franklin states, when last exam- 
ined, that he received the above order at about 
7.30 A. M , and that be at once took measures 
to carry out what he considered to be the 
meaning of the order, that is, "an armed ob- 
servation to ascertain where the enemy was." 
In his testimony, given when your committee 
were at Falmouth, he 6ays: "I put in all the 
troops that I thought it proper and prudent to 
put in. I fought the whole strength of my 
command, as far as I could, and at the same 
time keep my connection with the river open." 

From the testimony it would appear that 
the attack was in reality made by one of tho 
smallest divisions in General Kranklin's com- 
mand — the division of Gen. Meade, number- 
ing about 4,500 men. This division was sup- 
ported on its right by Gen. Gibbon's division 
of about 5,000 men. ' On the left was General 
Doubleday's division, forming the extreme left 
of our line, nearly at right angles with Gen. 
Meade's division, and extending to the river. 
Just as Gl-u. Meade s division advanced to tho 
attack, Gen. Birney's division, of Gen. Stone- 
man's corps, numbering about 7,000, came up 
and took position immediately in rear of Gen. 
Meade. 

The dirlsion of Gen. Meade succeeded in 
piercing the first line of the enemy and gain- 
ing the crest of tie hill. Gen. Gibbon, seeing 
Gen. Meade advancing to the attack, ordered 
his division forwar I. After his last brigade 
had advanced, driving tho enemy with the 
bayonet, and he was preparing his batteries to 
open upon a rebel regiment that made their 
appearance on his left, Gen. Gibbon was 
wounded and taken from the field. Gen. 
Meade's division, having reached the crest of 
the hill, formed themselves in the presence of 
the reserves of the enemy, who opened fire 
upon them in front, and they also received a 
fire upon their flank. The superiority of the 
enemy was so overwhelming that Meade'a 
division was forced back, as was also Gibbon's 
division. The enemy pursued until checked 
by Birney's d vision. Our forces continued 
to bold their position, without renewing the 
attack, until they were ordered to withdraw- 
across the river. 

The losses sustained in the attack, in killed, 
wounded, and missing, were as follows: 
Meade's division, 1,760; Gibbon'B division, 
1,249; Birney's division, 9C1. 

Gen. Burnside, upon hearing of the small 
force ordered to attack the enemy, sent an or- 
der to Gen. Franklin to make a vigorous at- 
tack with his whole force. Several of the 
witnesses testify that had the attack been re- 
newed with all the available force under Gen. 
Franklin's command it would have been suc- 
cessful. Gen. Franklin testifies that it was 
not an order, but a request, and that when he 
received it it was too late to reuew the attack, 
and therefore he did not do it. 

The testimony of all the witnesses before 
your committee proves most conclusively that 
had the attack been made upon the left with 
all the force which Gen. Franklin could have 
used for that purpose, the plan of Gen. Bum- 
side would have been completely successful, 
and our army would have achieved a most 
brilliant victory. 

• Shortly after the battle of Fredericksburg, 
Gen. Bnrnsido devised a plan for attacking the 
enemy in his front. The main army was to 
cross at a place Borne six or seven miles below 
r redencksburg. The positions for tho artil- 
lery to protect the crossing were all selected 
the roads were all surveyed, and the corduroy 
was cut for preparing the roads. At the same 
time a feint of crossing was to be made some 
distance above Falmouth, which feint could be 
turned into a jiositive attack should the ene- 
my discover the movement below; otherwise 
the main attack was to be made below. 

In connection with this movement of the 
main army, a cavalry expedition was organ- 
ized, consisting of 2.500 of the best cavalry in 
the Army of the Potomac, 1,000 of whom 
were picked men. The plan of that expedition 
was as follows: Accompanied by a brigade of 
infantry detailed to protect the crossing of the 
Rappahannock, it was to proceed up to Kelly's 
Ford ; there the thousand picked men were to 
cross, and to proceed to the Rapidan and cross 
that river at Raccoon Ford; then to go onward 
and cross the Virginia Central railroad at 



Upon perceiving this impression upon the 
mind of the President, Gens. Newton and 
Cochrane state that they hastened to assure 
the President that he was entirely mistaken, 
and so far succeeded, that at the close of the 
interview the President said to them that he 
was glad that they bad called upon him, and 
that he hoped that good would result from the 
interview 

To return to General Burnside. The cav- 
alry expedition had started; the brigadj of in 
fantry detailed to accompany it had crossed 
I the Rappahannock at Richard's Ford, and re 
turned by way of Ellis's Ford, leaving the 
way clear for the cavalry to cross at Kelly's 
Ford. The day they had arranged to make 
the crossing, Gen. Burnside received from the 
President the following telegram: 

"1 have good reason for saying that you 
must not make a general movement without 
letting me know of it." 

Gen. Burnside states that he could not im 
agine, at the time, what reason the President 
could have for tending him such a telegram 
None of the officers of his command, except 
one or two of his staff who had remained in 
camp, had been told anything of his plan be- 
yond the simple fact that a movement was to 
be made. He could only suppose that the de- 
spatch related in some way to important mili 
tary movements in other parts of the coun- 
try, in which it was necessary to have co-op- 
eration. 

Upon the receipt of that telegram, steps 
were immediately taken to halt the cavalry 
expedition where it then was (at Kelly's Ford) 
until further orders. A portion of it was 
shortly afterwards sent off to Intercept Stuart, 
who had just made a raid to Dumfries and the 
neighborhood of Fairfax Court House, which 
it failed to do. 

General Burnside came to Washington to 
ascertain from the President the true state of 
the case. He was Informed by the President 
that some general officers from the Army of 
the Potomac, whose names he declined to 
give, had called upon him and represented that 
General Burnside contemplated soon making a 
movement, and that the army was bo dispirited 
and demoralized that any attempt to make a 
movement at that time must result in disaster ; 
that no prominent officers in the Army of the 
Potomac were in favor of any movement at 
that t<me. 

General Burnside informed the President 
that none of his officers had been informed 
what his plan was, and theu proceeded to ex- 
plain it in detail to the President. He urged 
upon the President to grant him permission to 
carry it out, but the President declined to do 
so at that lime. General Halleck and Secreta- 
ry Stanton were then sent for, and then learn- 
ed, for the first time, of the President's action 
in stopping the movement; although General 
Halleck wits oreviously aware that a move- 
ment was contemplated by General Burnside, 
Gencial Halleck, with General Burnside, held 
that the officers who had made those represen 
tations to the President should be at once dis 
missed the service. General Burnside re. 
mained here at that time for two days, but no 
conclusion was reached upon the subject. 

When be returned to hia camp he learned 
that many of the details of the general move 
ment, and the details of the cavalry expedi- 
tion, had become known to the rebel sympa- 
thizers in Washington, thereby rendering that 
plan impracticable. When asked to whom he 
had communicated his plans, he stated that he 
had told no one in Washington except the 
President, Secretary Stanton, and General 
Halleck; and in hia camp no one knew of it 
eiceptoue or two of his staff' officera who bad 
remained in camp all the time. He professed 
himself unable to tell how his plans bad be 
come known to the enemy. 

A correspondence then took place between 
the President, General Halleck, and General 
Burnside. General Burnside dosircd distinct 
authority from General Halleck, or some one 
authorized to give it, to make a movement 
across the river. While urging the importanco 
and necessity for such a movement, he candid 
ly admitted that there was hardly a general 
officer in his command who approved of it. 
While willing to take upon himself all the re- 
sponsibility of the movement and promising 
to keep in view the President's caution con- 
cerning running any risk of ilestroying the 
Army of the Potomac, he desired to have at 
least General Halleck's sanction or permission 
to make the movement. General Halleck re- 
plied that, while he had always favored a for- 
ward movement he could not take the respon- 
sibility of giving any directions as to how and 
when it should be made. 

General Burnside then dermined to make a 
movement without any further correspondence 
on the subject. He was unable, to devise any 
as promising as the one just thwarted by tbis 
interference of his subordinate officers, which 
interference gave the enemy the time, if not 
the means, to ascertain what ho had proposed 
to do. He, however, devised a plan of move- 
ment ft nd proceeded to put it in execution. 
As is well known, it was rendered abortive in 
consequence of tho severe storm which took 
place shortly after the movement began. 

General Burnside states that, besides the in- 
clemency of the weather, there was another 
powerful reason forabandoniug the movement, 
viz: the almost universal feeling among his 
general officers against it. Some of those offi- 
cers freely gave vent to their feelings in the 
presence of their inferiors. 

In consequence of this, and also what had 
taken place during the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, &c, General Burnside directed an order 
to be issued, which he Styled general order 
No. 8. 

That order dismissed some officers from the 
service, subject to the approval of the Presi- 
dent relieved others from duty with the array 
of the Potomac, and also pronounced sen- 
tence of death upon some deserters who had 
been tried and convicted. 

General Burnside states that he had become 
satisfied that it was absolutely necessary that 
such examples should be made, in order to en- 
able him to rrniintain the proper authority over 
the army under hia command. The order was 
duly signed nnd issued, and only waited pub- 
lication. 

Two or three of bis most trusted staff officers 
represented to Gen. Burnside that 9bould be 
then publish that order, ho would force upon 
the President the necessity of at once sanc- 
tioning it or, by refusing his approval, as- 
sume an attitude of hostility to Gen. Burnside. 
The publication of the order was accordingly 
delayed for the time. 

Gen. Burnside caine to Washington and laid 
the order before the President, with tbe dis- 
tinct assurance that in no other way could he 
exercise a proper command over the army of 
the Potomac; and he asked the President to 
sanction the order or accept hia resignation na 
Major-General. The President acknowledged 
that Gen. Burnaide was right, but declined to 
decide without consulting with some of his 
advisers. To this Gen. Burnside replied, that 
if the President took time for consultation be 
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Cvsnlxtf Dispatch**. 

Nkw York, April 9. 

Part second of the report of tbe Committee 
on the Conduct of the War says: Gen. Stone 
testifies that he received no intimation from 
Col. Baker that he needed reinforcements; that 
ho received little, if any, information from 
Col. Baker in reference to affairs at Ball's 
Bluff, and even if reinforcements had been 
needed, they could not have been sent up on 
the Virginia side, in consequence of the ene- 
my's earthworks and battery between Ed- 
ward's Ferry and Ball's Bluff. 

Some other witnesses testify to the same ef- 
fect. Others say there was no obstacle to troops 
passing up the Virginia side. The Committee 
refraina from expressing a positive opinion on 
this point. 

In reference to the arrest of General Stone, 
the Committee Bay they informed Secretaries 
Cameron and Stanton that some explanation 
from General Stone was required. He ap- 
peared before the Committee and made ex- 
planation in general terms concerning the tes- 
timony against him in regard to undue inter- 
course with the enemy, sc. The Committee 
reported to the Secretary ot War that the tes- 
timony was conflicting, without any recom- 
mendation as to what should be done. It af- 
terwards appeared from tbe testimony of Gen. 
McClellan that Gen. Stone wa9 arrested on 
tho written order of the Secretary of War, 
for the reason that be bad been informed by 
members of the Committee on the Conduct of 
the War that they had taken testimony going 
to show that he had been guilty of conduct 
not consistent with loyalty. 

Gen. Stone, since his release, has been per- 
mitted to examine the testimony, and demand- 
ed that he bo furnished with a copy of the 
rhargPB against him. Why the charges against 
him, and why this request was not granted the 
committee is uninformed. 

Part third embraces the Department of the 
West. Tbe committee Bays it has been unable 
to come to the necessary testimony in this de- 
partment, particularly while under the com- 
mand of General Fremont, on account of the 
great distance of tbe witnesses. Iu relation 
to tbe administration of Fremont, the commit- 
tee says much should be pardoned, he being 
compelled to act so promptly, and with so lit- 
tle at bis command. Some of the arms en- 
gaged by Fremont for his department were di- 
verted to the Army of the Potomac by the 
Government, and bis department long felt the 
want of an adequate supply. As to the forti- 
fications around St. Louis, Fremont but car- 
ried out what General Lyon deemed necessa- 
ry. As to tbe manner in which it was done, 
tho committee forbears expressing an opinion. 
In regard to reinforcing promptly the points 
threatened by the enemy, the committee be- 
lieved that Fremont acted with energy and 
promptness. 

Troops were collected by blm as soon as it 
could be done and sent where their services were 
demanded. Some were diverted to other pur- 
poses. The Government came upon him for 
troops to be sent east at a time when he was 
earnestly engaged in procuring forces for the 
assistance of Mulligan. Those that were left 
he sent promptly, and only failed to render the 
assistance needed from causes over which he 
had no control. Fremont perceived the advan- 
tage to result from gunboats for western riv- 
ers, and the brilliant victories in the west bear 
enduring testimony to the correctness of his 
judgment. 

The Committee thinks that Fremont's eman- 
cipation proclamation at that early day was 
the most efiicieut measure for crushing tho 
rebellion. In proof of which it is only neces- 
sary to state that hia successor, when trans- 
ferred to auotliT department, issued a procla- 
mation embodying the same principle; and 
the President, as commander-in-chief, baa 
applied the same principle to the rebellious 
States. On the whole, the administration of 
Fremont was eminently characterized by 
earnestness, ability, and loyalty. 

New York, April 9. 

The Tribune's Washington special contains 
the following: 

The rebels on the other side of the Rappa- 
hannock are in receipt of unpleasant news. 
They gather in knots, talk it over, but are ex- 
tremely quiet and subdued — apparently in very 
bad spirits. Their pickets take unusual pains 
to prevent the exchange of newspapers or 
communication of intelligence through any 
channel. It has, however, been ascertained 
by conversation with stray rebels, military 
and civil, that a decided advantage has been 

fjained by our forces at Charleston ; that a fort 
tad been taken — what fort is not slated. Rich- 
mond papers of a later dato than those received 
yesterday contain no despatches whatever 
from South Carolina. 

A belief is entertained iu naval and milita- 
ry circles here that Charleston has by this 
time fallen. Great confidence is felt in the 
ability of tho thirty guns and six hundred 
men in the iron-clads to overcome their four 
hundred guna, and Admiral Dupont has in 
hia posseasion accurate charts of the water ap- 
proaches to the city, in which the localitiea of 
torpedoes are laid down and the channels by 
which they might be avoided carefully traced. 
The following is a special despatch : 
Headquarters Armv of tbe Potomac, 1 
April 9. J 
Tbe reikis arc actively engaged on their 
earthworks around Fredericksburg.' The ad- 
ditional display of camps and the bustling and 
and activity on their fortifications looks so 
much like their former weak invention that 
the belief that an evacuation is intended ia en 
tertained by many officers. The balloon and 
signal corpa, however, reports no withdrawal 
up to this time. 

It is understood that department despatches, 
just forwarded by Secretary Seward to Min- 
ister Adams in London, take decided grounds 
against the fitting out iu English ports of 
piratical vessels to prey upon our commerce. 
Tbo English government is informed that its 
course in not endeavoring to prevent their 
fitting out is regarded as unfriendly to this 
Government, and a solemn protest is entered 
against the continuance of its policy in tbis 
respect. 

New York, April 10. 
The Herald makes the following assertion: 
We have received from various sources posi- 
tive information of the actual commencement 
of the attack upon Charleston. The bombard- 
ment of Fort Sumpter by the iron-clads be- 
gan on Monday. Captain Moses of the Fnir- 
baven brings intelligence from Cap*»in Steed- 
man that Admiral Dupont had on the 3d of 
A pul proceeded to Charleston with tho fol- 
lowing Iron-clads: New Ironsides, flag-Bhip, 
and the monitors Patapsoo, Catskill, Montauk, 
Passaic, Weehawken, Keokuk, Nahant, and 
Nantucket. When off Stono Inlet, Capt. Mo- 
ses saw our army transport fleet with the iron- 
clads anchored inside. He alao saw the Erics- 
son lying off the inlet with a float riding 
astern. 

Wabbixqton, April 9. 
Midnight. — No official intelligence in refer- 
ence to affairs at Charleston has yet been 
received. It is expected at the Navy Depart- 
ment that deapatches will arrive this evening. 
Entire confidence is expressed that the attack 
on Charleston will be completely successful. 
Prominent Government officers openly an- 
nounce their belief that Charleston has been 
taken. If a victory ia gained there by our 
land and naval forces, tbe first intelligence of 
it will be brought by deapatch boat from Hil- 
ton Head. The rebels will not permit auy 
mention by telegraph or publication in any 
paper.
